RETIRED AT LAST!

V. M. I. Guns Were Fired f<»r
Last Time at Saturday's

Anniversary.

USED THERE BY JACKSON*
General Nichols Orders That the

Cannon Hereafter "Rest in
Sacred Idleness."

In firing tho salute last Saturday at
].c.\lii({lnii, on tho fiftieth aiiiilvcrsiny
of tho death of General Stonewall Jack-
pdii. tho historic guns of the Virginia
Military Institute performed their last
duty. They have been ordored to he
dismantled and placed around the
Jackson Monument, to "rest hut not de¬
cay In sacred idleness."
For sixty-three years the battery has

been at work. The guns were present¬
ed to the Institute in ixr.0 by President
/.acliary Taylor One year later Thos.
Jonathan Jackson became connected
with tho school and used them in in¬
structing tho cadet battery.
Colonel Joseph Mutton, of tic fSoard

of visitors, suggested In advance that
there should be iiomo ceremonies in the
fiftieth anniversary of the death of
Jackson. The thrilling scene of last
Saturday, already described, was the
result, when the guns fired their last
salute at the command of Colonel Wil¬
liam T. I'oafiue. who commanded tiiem
during tho War 1'etween the States.

Major Jackson, berldcMbeing a professor, was Instructor ofartillery, and in that capacity, a call¬ing most congenial to the retired ar¬tillery officer, whose service with the
guns had already won hirn fame ttiMexico, he trained the very backboneof the Army of Northern Virginia, overtoo of the officers of which wero In¬former pupils in the art of war.

The artillery of that army, which, inthe words of many, wns the most dis-tinguished arm of tho <'onfederate

service, owed its eflb.lency not only toJackson, but to the endet battery witich
yo'i now salute. These gin's were pre¬sented in ISf.o to tho Institute by no
h »s a personage than General XacliaryTaylor, President of the I'nlted States,
as a testimonial of his admiration for
(he corps ot cadets which served as
his personal es-ort at the laving of
the. corner stone of the WashingtonMonument in Itlchmbnd. Csed by Ja< k-
son for purposes of instruction for a
period of eleven years, they comprised
tho original armament of the Kock-
hridge Artillery in I.«G1. in which our
present treasurer. Colonel William T.
Paogue, served first as a lieutenant,
th"ti as Its captain. It was one of these
pieces that fired tho first hostile Con¬
federate shot In the Valley of Virginia,
at Ilaynesville, on June s. l^Cl. It was
this battery which crowned tho ridge
at Manassas upon wntch th« compara¬
tively obscure Jackson won the im¬
mortal epithet of "Stonewall." From
tho line two of its picccs are missing
one serves as our evening gun, a post
of duty which it has held for near half
a century; tho other lies in the depths
of the Potomac, where it was cast to
prevent its capture on tho retreat from
Sharpsburg.
On June 10. 1S04. almost three years

to the day after this battery opened
hostilities in Virginia, It was captured
within our walls by Major-General
David II. Hunter, and taken to Wash-,
ington. where. In 1S06, It was hand-'
somely refitted and remounted, and
thence returned to tho institute by
Secretary Stanton, a-, tlie Instance of
the then superintendent, Major-Gen-
oral Francis H. Smith, and General
Thomas T. Munford.

Board of Appeal Sustains Inspec¬
tor Butler's Decision on

Broad Street Structures.
The Board "f Public Safety yester-'liiv u nanlmously sustained the deci¬

sion ">f Building Inspector Butler in
r»-i{ar<l to the shanties at the north*
w < st ''fini»r of Ninth and Itroad
Streets. The house;; were stated t«> be
ill an extreme Mate of dilapidation and
decay, and to be dangerous for oc¬
cupancy and a menace to the pub-
lie. Building Inspector Rutler refused
t«> approve a general plan for repairs,
acting- under a clause. In the building
."ode which prohibits such repairs to
frame buildings In the brick district
whpre the repairs exceed half the
value of the structure exclusive of
foundations, and In this decision Mr.
Rutler was yesterday sutsalned. The
owners. Charles l». Habliston and C.
J. Johnson, are left with r.o alterna-
tive but t«i remove them from the lot,
notwithstanding a favorable decision
of the Police Justice, who ordered the
houses repaired, and declined >to <>r- i
der them vacated pending alterationa.
notwithstanding their condition.
Building Inspector Butler and his

deputies testified both In the Police
Court and before the Board of Pub¬
lic Safety that the rear portion of
the house was resting on old barrels.
The Police Justice called in City En¬
gineer Boiling as an expert witness,
but after he hail examined the prem¬
ises, he was never given an oppor¬
tunity t<< testify In the Police four'.,
as the case was several times con¬
tinued at the request of Attorney <>il-
bert K. Pollock. Mr. Boiling's written
11port bears out.the opinion of the
Building Inspector, and adds that the
barrels are rotting near the ground,
and that both buildings are out of
plumb and dangerous.
